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Temporary 
Outlet 
Erupts 


It looks like an over-sized 
tailpipe. It sounds like a jet 


plane readying for take off. And- 


it produces lots of steam but not 
a noticeable odor. What was it? 


According to UNO Superin- 
tendent of Construction Ed 
Rice, “it” was atemporary outlet 
pipe that was being used to test 
a boiler in the university's new 
central utilities plant. ° 


(The past tense is being used 
in this story because Rice said 
“it” would probably be gone by 
today (Wednesday) ). 


Pipe . . . “deafening” 


“lt” first appeared early last 
week jutting from the ground at 
the southwest corner of the 
Fieldhouse. According to uni- 
versity employes working in 
offices in the vicinity, it soon 
began emitting periodic blasts 
of steam and “deafening” noise. 
The eruptions sometimes lasted 
for more than two hours, obser- 
vers said. 


Rice explained that the tem- 
porary pipe next to the Field- 
house was needed because the 
outlet system atop the central 
utilities plant (located stil! far- 
ther southwest of the Field- 
house) could not handle all the 
steam being released. 


Workmen from the Waldinger 
Corp. — contractor for the new 
plant — “had to run the boiler at 
full capacity for a couple hours” 
to be sure it was functioning 
properly, Rice said. 


Unfortunately, “technical dif- 
ficulties” arose and workmen 
were not able to get the boiler to 
go at full blast during several 
attempts, he said. 


Success was expected before 
today, Rice said.

No candidates 
filed from Fine Arts

Speaking to the Student Senate Thursday night, ‘Student Body 
President Clint Bellows reported that UNO’s administration will ask 
the Board of Regents to increase student fees (UPFF) $6 for full- 
time and $3 for part-time students respectively. 

Bellows: told the senators the administration was reducing 
their request (from $12 to $6 for full-time students and $3 instead of 
$6 for part-time students) because of “pressure from students and 
student government.” He said the administration plans to transfer 
approximately $68,000 designated for facilities into the Student 
Center Maintenance Fund. 

Asked if the administration would seek another fee increase 
next year, Bellows said there are “no guarantees it (proposed 
increase) won't be more than a semester thing.” 

Calling the reduced proposal “a stop gap,” he said the 
administration “might be sticking their necks out a little.” 

Executive Treasurer Luann Rinn told the senate she has talked 
to Vice-Chancellor Ronald Beer “a number of times.” She said “he 
(Beer) thinks fees should only be used for student activities and 
facilities,” but added “he has commitments.” 

Rinn said the administration “has been fair” and is “taking a 
risk.” 


Rinn ... “battle is against the regents” 

In response to a statement that the administration may have 
waited until the last moment to reveal the Student Center's 
financial problems, Rinn said'the administration was aware of the 
Center’s difficulties but was unable to determine the extent of the 
problem because of accounting problems, a change in manage- 
ment, and the unavailability of all the necessary data. ; 

Rinn said many of UNO’s problems “were here when Beer 
came.” She said Beer “had to clean up the mess” in the registrar's 
office and admissions. Rinn told the senators “Beer had problems 
and set priorities — it's unfortunate (the low priority given to the 
Student Center) but it happened.” 

Rinn said the administration “is not asking students to take 
care of mismanagement,” but said “they (the administration) have 
to come-up with the money somewhere.” 

Speaking from the gallery, UNO student John McNamara told 
the senate “the Issue is that fees are being used for buildings under

Fee Raise Slashed!

The UNO administration has cut its proposed student fee 
increase by half, Vice Chancellor Ronald Beer said Friday. 

Beer said the administration will ask the NU Board of Regents 
at their monthly meeting November 7 for fee increases of $6 for 
full-time students and $3 for part-timers. 

Milo Bail Student Center Director Donald Skeahan had 
originally proposed a $12/$6 fee hike, but Beer said the entire 
increase would not be necessary if UNO students were not paying 
for repair and renovation of state-funded facilities. 

Student Opposition 

Agreement by Beer's superiors with this point and stiff student 
opposition to the fee.increase were the reasons for the cut back, he 
said. 

Beer said both UNO Chancellor Ronald Roskens and NU’ 
President D. 8. Varner have said they will make a “concerted effort” 
to persuade the Nebraska Unicameral to provide UNO with an 
adequate physical plant budget so student fees will not have to be 
used. 

Attempts to increase UNO’s'physical plant funding in each of 
the past three years, however, have been unsuccessful, so the 
administration may be taking a “big risk,” Beer said. 

The budget request for the 1976-77 school year is $144,000 
above the amount the physical plant is getting now, Beer said. If the 
legislature does not come through with that amount, he said UNO 
students may face another fee increase by summer session. 

Another Risk 

According to Beer, the administration would be taking still 
another risk under the revised fee proposal. !t would involve the 
immediate transfer of $90,000 in uncommitted funds from the B2 
portion of student fees (facilities) to the B3 (student center) 
account. 

This would leave only a $22,000 contingency for emergencies. 
“We'd better hope a water main doesn’t blow or doesn’t clog-up,” 
Beer said. 

A projected $143,000 deficit in the student center is the reason 
cited by administrators for the fee increase. 

Under the new plan, that loss would be wiped out and the 
student center would be put on stable-base funding for the years 
ahead, Beer said. 

The $30 fee a full-time UNO student presently pays each 
semester is divided in this manner: $5 goes for the operating 
expenses of the student center (Fund B3), $10 to the facilities 
account (Fund 82), which is ostensibly used for student-funded 


facilities such as the student center and parking lots, and $15 for 


student services and activities, which is divided between student 
government-apportioned Fund A and administration- papponicnes 
Fund Bi. 


Under the new proposal, Funds A and B1 would not be

Tenure Stays Low, 
Garfinkel Says

Tenure has become an issue 
of concern after the recent 
rejection of tenure recommen- 
dations for University of 
Nebraska-Lincoin instructors 
by the Board of Regents. 

Herbert Garfinkel, UNO Pro- 
vost and Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs said the rejec- 
tion was based on “a fear that 
UNL was becoming overloaded 
with tenured people.” 

The percentage of tenured 
instructors at UNL is 73.7%. 
UNO's percentage is 61%. The 
density of tenured instructors at 
UNO is actually much less in 
comparison to UNL because 
the UNL base includes more 
potentially tenureable person- 
nel. 

For example, UNL’s base 
includes 45 librarians who are 
tenureable personnel. UNO 
librarians are not eligible for 
tenure. 

UNO. instructors on “soft 
money” (federal grants) rather 
than “hard money” (state) do 
not qualify for tenure. 

Garfinkel said the object of 
keeping the tenure percentage 
low is to insure flexibility within 
the university faculty. “The 
tenure percentage of 61% at 
UNO does not fully represent 


our flexibility,” Garfinkel said. 

In an effort to remedy the 
concern over tenure, University 
Systems Vice President Steven 
Sample conducted a study of 
tenure procedures in the uni- 
versity system. 

Sample made a recommen- 
dation to the Regents for the 
establishment of guidelines for 
the granting of tenure. 

As.a result of Sample’s rec- 
ommendation, Garfinkel was 


invited to appear before the 


Faculty Senate Personnel and 
Welfare Committee. 

Garfinkel spoke on the grant- 
ing of tenure, both with regard 
to past practices and future, 
possibilities. 

Two years ago Garfinkel and 
the Faculty Senate collaborated 
in the development of tenure 
granting guidelines for UNO 
faculty. 

The granting of tenure in- 
volves three steps: A recom- 
mendation in document form is 
intially presented at the depart- 
mental level, forwarded to the 
collegiate level and finally ap- 
proved or rejected at the all- 
university level. 

The criteria (as outlined in the 
guidelines) for receiving tenure, 
are a high degree of competen-

So, the administration has cut 
the proposed fee increase in 
half, from $12 to $6, and called 
the move a “compromise.” 
Frankly, we don’t know whether 
to unfurl the banners and cele- 
brate, or roll them up and trudge 
home in ignonimous defeat. 

As with most things of this 
nature, the story behind the 
proposed increase emerged in 
bits and pieces. Originally, the 
fee hike was proposed to offset 
the deficit of the student center. 
The reasons for the deficit were 
somewhat hazy and bred right- 
ful student suspicion. 

Subsequent investigation re- 
vealed that the administration 
had been spending student fee 
money for operations that 
should be covered by the state 
(parking lot improvements, 
KYNE-TV operation, etc.); 
hence, some money had to be 
taken from somewhere. That 
“somewhere” turned out to be 
the student center, and that's 
the reason (we are led to 
believe) for the deficit. 

In the next scenario scene 
leading to the climax (the Board 
of Regents meeting this Friday), 
Vice Chancellor Ronald Beer 
annouced he has agreed toa $6, 
rather than a $12, increase due 
to alternative methods of finan- 
cing uncovered by student 
government and general stu- 
dent opposition to the $12 in- 

‘crease. Not only that, Beer then 
details why a lack of state sup- 
port (mainly veto action by the 
Governor) makes the increase 
necessary. 

All ends happily. The admin- 
istrators appear to be great 
friends to the students, student 
government is on the road to a 
credibility comeback, the pro- 
posed increase has been re- 
duced to $6, and the folks at the 
statehouse are painted in the 
black colours of the villain. 


But is this really the way it 
ends? Is this the way it should 
end? Js our student govern- 
ment going to defy the Great 
American Tradition, and quide 
us down the path to second- 
best? 

Accepting the cption of the 
happy ending, we suppose 4 
little praise is due (very little). 
Student government worked 
hard on the increase, and Vice 
Chancellor Beer made himself 
quite accessible to both stu- 
dent government people and 
Gateway reporters in discuss- 
ing the fee increase. 


However, fet us examine the 
second option; namely, what is 
perhaps an artificial solution. 

Sources inside student gov- 
ernment tell us that the student 
politicians intend to zero in on 
the state legislature when it 
convenes in January. The ad- 
ministration has pledged full 
support in this effort. Unite and 
charge; over the top! 


Apparently student govern- 
ment has forgotten that stu- 
dents are still getting stuck with 
a $6 hike. We are told that SGA 
plans to make a case against the 
state legislature at the regents 
meeting, but also plans on 
“ignoring” the $6 increase, leav- 
ing the regents to do what they 
wish, 


Brilliant. We wonder why, 
assuming the case against the 
Unicameral and its cold- 


- hearted ineptness is as strong 


as we are told, our student 
representatives don't go ahead 
and push for a 0 fee increase. 
Surely, if the students and the 
university are so strongly to- 
gether against the Unicameral, 
the regents could see their 
point.

The administration is going to propose the increase” she 
said, adding “this meeting is to determine our stance.” 

Rinn told the senate she is “assuming that we think UPFF 
should only be used for student activities and facilities.” 

Rinn said “the battle is no longer with the administration. itis, 
as Clint (Bellows) has said, with the regents.” 

Responding to Rinn's statement, Bellows said the senate “has 
a better chance with the state legislature than with the Board of 


Regents.” 


Using an example to illustrate his point, Bellows told. the 
senate he has been asking the regents “for a parity study for about 


five months. 


“When | asked them about the progress (of the parity study), 


they said ‘they thought they had adequately explained to me how 
the appropriations are determined.’ They answered the parity 
question with a one liner. This is the type of closed minds we have 
to deal with.” Bellows asked the senate if they would support his 
plan (transferring money from UNL’s maintenance fund) and the 
“idea that student fees are being used inappropriately.” 


Acting on a motion by Connolly, the senate unanimously 
agreed “to support the views presented by the Student Body 


mel 


feel that the fina! judgment is 
made by the instructor's peer 
professionals,” he said. 
Another consideration for 
tenure, Garfinkel said, is evi- 
dence of innovation. He said the 
decision is not based on a 
“publish or perish” philosophy 
but that publication in reputable 


journals is an excetlent qualifi-’ 


cation. 

“We are in a comfortable 
position at UNO because we've 
done our homework,” Garfinkel 
said. 

UNL must still devise a set of 
tenure guidelines to be compati- 
ble with Sample’s recommen- 
dations, Garfinkel said. He said 
the tenure issue actually in- 
volves only UNL because UNO 
“already has in place a tenure 
decision instrument that has 
high credibility.” 

UNL’s probationary status 
period (years before an instruc- 
tor can become tenure eligible) 
is much less than UNO’s, Gar- 
finkel said. UNO probationary 
period is seven years maximum 
(which is the traditional time 
period as established by the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors). 

Sample has suggested there 
be the fullest extension of the 
probationary period. Garfinkel 
said there will always be excel- 
lent teachers who are the ex- 
ception to the rule. 

Garfinkel said tenure grant- 
ing decisions are “fraught with 
problems.” He said a wrong 
decision couid cost the stu- 
dents in terms of bad teaching. 
“Bestowing lifetime appoint- 
ment for teachers is a tough 
decision,” he said. 

The Board of Regents will 
meet November 7 to decide on 
the’ guidelines for making this 


Liaison Commit 

The Student Senate Legisla- 
tive Liaison committee will 
investigate the purpose of stu- 
dent fees and the possibility of 
student control of fees.

O'Connor li- 
kened the situation with the 
state of Nebraska, pointing out 
the state legislature determines 
where state monies go.

affected. Tne Fund 83 portion of the fee, however, would be 
increased from $5 to $17, boosting the total B3 budget from 
$114,000 to $410,000 (when $23,000 in profits from the student 
center games area are added.) 

The Fund B2 portion of the fee would be cut from $10 to $4, but 
profits from the student center bookstore and food service would 
be transferred from B3 to this account. Beer said food service is 
tentatively projected to break even and the bookstore is projected 
to make an annual profit of approximately $67,000. 

Fund B2, according to Beer's figures, presently receives 
$149,000 from student fees after $21,000 (three per cent) is 
deducted for accounting, cashiering and other service costs and 
$58,000 for operation of the university's television station is 
subtracted.

Roger “the rocket” Sayers, Omaha University 
sprint star during the early ‘60's, is the third 
announced member to be elected to the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska at Omaha Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Football all-americans Leo Peary and Bill 
Englehardt were announced earlier with one 


selection remaining. The four will be inducted at. 
. the UNO Hall of Fame banquet on November 14 


at Peony Park. 


Sayers, the older brother of the fabled Gale 


Sayers, was outstanding in national sprint 
circles during the early 1960's. As a freshman in 
1961, he won 28 consecutive races before being 
beaten. In 1962 there was no stopping him; he 


_ won the national NAIA 100-yard dash title, 


beating world record holder Bob Hayes twice. in 
1963, he repeated his NAIA triumph. 


One of his major accomplishments was being 
named to the U.S. team that competed against 
the Russians in Poland. He holds the UNO record 
for the 100-yard dash at 9.4, the 220 at 20.7, and is 
a member of two record setting relay teams. In 
1970, Sayers was elected to the NAIA Track Hall 
of Fame. 


His football accomplishments were no less 
amazing. He gained over 1,500 yards during his 
grid career, averaging almost 10 yards per carry. 
At one stretch, for exampie, Sayers touched the 
ball just 14 times and scored seven touchdowns; 
he stiff holds seven UNO football records.
